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FOREWORD 


With this volume the Western Political Quarterly introduces a new fea- 
ture — the supplement. The function of the supplement is to present in 
separate publication articles which are too long for inclusion in the regular 
issues but have special interest for the readers of the Quarterly. These short 
monographs are expected to fill gaps in the information available to political 
scientists generally. 

This first supplement, a study of bibliographic materials on western 
politics, undertakes to collect and classify the source materials of special 
significance in western politics. The need for such a reference book has 
long been felt. 

Certain features of the bibliography require explanation. A college or 
university is listed by the title it bore at the time an item appeared, either 
as a publication or an unpublished thesis. The reader will remember that 
Montana State University was formerly the University of Montana; Arizona 
State College at Tempe is, as of this year, Arizona State University; and the 
Utah State Agricultural College is now the Utah State University of Agri- 
culture and Applied Science. Ordinarily theses and dissertations are listed 
without annotation; the titles are adequately descriptive. Because of the 
need to limit the scope of the bibliography, many cultural and general 
works which bear only indirectly on politics are omitted. Nor was it pos- 
sible to reproduce complete lists of theses, such as that compiled by Reed 
College; we have listed representative titles in this case. Symposia and 
similar publications are cited only under group title; this entails the 
omission of the contributions of individual authors to the collective study. 

It is hoped that errors will be corrected by use. The Editors of the 
Western Political Quarterly and the contributors to the bibliography solicit 
suggestions from the readers on errors, omissions, and ways of improving 
the usefulness of the bibliography.

United States, has been long in developing as an entity or concept. 

The delay has been due to the rugged and forbidding terrain of this 
vast expanse of land, high mountain ranges, long desert stretches, and end- 
less plateau reaches; it has been due to the lack of adequate communication 
and direct transportation facilities between the trade centers and capitals of 
these states. 

Today the exploitation of scenic wonders has brought the telegraph and 
telephone to previously isolated settlements. Radio and television have 
penetrated the hinterlands. Twenty years ago, air travel made the adminis- 
tration of expanding federal services in the mountain states as a unit a 
reality. Subsequently, new and improved roads have made north and south 
bus travel possible between towns and cities in the Rocky Mountains. Pre- 
viously and not too long ago, if one wanted to travel from Salt Lake City 
to Albuquerque or Phoenix he had to go by way of Denver or Los Angeles, 
even if he traveled by air. But now, with the construction of the Glen Can- 
yon Dam in northeastern Arizona on the Colorado River, the last impass- 
able frontier has disappeared from the American scene.’ 

Physiographically the West is not a single region,’ but economic interests 
frequently have brought the states and sections in this area into a common 
political front nationally. These mutual interests were generated initially by 
the exploitation of natural resources, metal mining and lumber processing, 
the need for irrigation water, the raising of cattle and sheep, and then later, 
the demand for coal, oil, and natural gas for fuels and for the production of 
electrical energy. Water also became additionally important for producing 
electrical power. Though the West was divided by artificial boundaries into 
political units, by physiographic features into subregions, and by overlapping 
interests into sections such as the Southwest, Northwest, the Pacific Coast, 
the Great Basin, and the Intermountain or Rocky Mountain states, as a 
whole it has always had some features and some interests in common. Of 
the entire West, one has had the impression of a vast dry and broken-up 
land, rich in natural resources, conquered and settled by the pioneer — 
principally by the trapper and the religionist — developed by the prospector 


Te WEST, as a term referring to the eleven western states in the

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and the farmer, and exploited by the industrialist and financier of the East. 
The West is also a market. 

Only recently has the West become politically significant to the prac- 
ticing politician and the political observer. All eleven western states have 
increased measurably in population during the past two decades, largely as 
a result of the war industries and troop movements of World War IL. 
California is now as significant in nationa! politics as New York. Washing- 
ton is a “swing state.” Arizona’s population increase has been phenomenal, 
as has New Mexico’s in the Albuquerque area. Other states have had spec- 
tacular industrial developments and population increases in limited areas. 
Because of its voting strength, and its possibly tipping the balance in 
nominating conventions and in Congress, national party leadership has paid 
more attention to the West. It remains for the student and scholar to mani- 
fest a similar interest in the possibilities of the eleven western states as an 
area for research for both individual or comparative studies. The compila- 
tion of the following bibliographies on politics in each of the eleven western 
states is an effort to stimulate such interest and to provide some leads and 
aids for the stucent in this field. 

The concept of these bibliographies evolved as a result of requests from 
students in other parts of the country for political information on the 
various western states, It crystalized when scholars in each state began to 
publish individual articles and when they began to lay the ground for com- 
parative political studies. The purpose in this effort has not been to pro- 
duce (either for the whole group of eleven states or for any single state) 
an exhaustive, comprehensive, intensive list of titles. The aim, rather, has 
been to produce a selected and annotated bibliography in each case, with 
emphasis on politics rather than on government or history. The emphasis 
has also been on recent and available works. Many early histories are buried 
in treasure rooms. Some circulate, others do not. Pamphlet collections are 
generally unavailable to the distant student and scholar. 

When the compilers in some states began their search for titles, they 
found that recent books and articles exclusively on politics were scarce, 
and that the political record in territorial and early statehood days was 
almost inseparable from writings on government and history. As a result, 
the listings under “books” may lack uniformity. Some states have received 
considerable attention from professional writers and publishers, others very 
little. Libraries in the area have not undertaken the task of accumulating 
fugitive campaign materials, nor have they generally established lists of 
theses and dissertations on local political subjects prepared outside their 
respective states. 

The titles have been brought together under the following section head- 
ings: books, periodicals, dissertations and theses, documents and govern- 
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ment publications, and miscellaneous — which is the catch-all for the 
variety of materials to be found in the various states. For example, no state 
other than California has produced public relations management publica- 
tions in the field of politics. Very few states have offered party publications. 
Lacking in most states is the availability of all elections statistics since state- 
hood in a single publication. 

The individual bibliographies will reflect, though not accurately, the 
gaps in published and available information on local politics in each state. 
To cast this light has been another purpose of this endeavor. In each case, 
this has been a pioneer effort. As a result, however, it is hoped that the 
idea of a bibliography on the politics of each state will “catch on” and that 
perhaps more complete and unified lists will appear periodically. 

Following is a brief bibliography on western politics, comprised mainly 
of articles prepared for symposia. The titles from popular periodicals were 
compiled from the Readers’ Guide under the heading, the “West,” and under 
the subhead, “politics.” This short list covers only the last three decades. 
The articles on western elections which have appeared in various symposia 
are not listed separately by author or title but are cited as a series or a group 
in the form they appeared either in a periodical or a book.

A symposium on the state governments and politics of thirteen states 
in the nation. Only two from the west receive attention, Utah and 
California. “Utah: Contrary State,” is by Ernest Linford, editorial 
writer for the Sale Lake Tribune; and “California: The First Hundred 
Years,” is by Richard Hyer. 


David, Paul T., Moos, Malcolm, and Goodman, Ralph M. (eds.). Presiden- 
tial Nominating Politics in 1952: The West. Johns Hopkins Press, 1954. 
This is Volume V in a published project, sponsored by the American 
Political Science Association, relating “how each of the states partici- 
pated in the presidential nominating activities in 1952.” 


DeGrazia, Alfred. The Western Public. Stanford: Stanford University Press, 
1954. 
A study of voting behavior in the eleven western states based upon 


questionnaire-interviews with 452 cases preceeding and 210 cases fol- 
lowing the 1952 presidential elections. 
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Donnelly, Thomas C. (ed.). Rocky Mountain Politics. Albuquerque; Uni- 
versity of New Mexico Press, 1940. 
With a chapter on each of the eight Rocky Mountain states, this book 
pioneered in bringing together a collection of essays on the politics of 
individual states in a section of the United States. The short bibliogra- 
phies for each state reflect the paucity of writings in this field at the 
time. The book, although dated, continues to be useful to the news 
paper editor, the professional campaign worker and the student of 
politics. 

Gunther, John. Inside U.S.A. New York: Harper, 1947. 
Almost the first third of this book is on states or sections in the West. 
Journalistic in style, the contents are superficial and must be read dis- 
cerningly and the materials checked for authenticity and accuracy. 


Jonas, Frank H. (ed.). Western Politics and the 1956 Elections. Research 
Monograph No. 2. Institute of Governmcat, University of Utah, Salt 
Lake City, 1957. 

This monograph presents in a separate publication the series of articles 
on the 1956 elections which appeared originally in the Western Political 


Quarterly.

Associates, Los Angeles, September 21, 1946. 
Introduced by a statement of the editors, this supplement intended to 
cover some of the more significant developments in this vast region and 
to recognize “the emergence of a new regional social, economic and 
political consciousness in the eleven western states,” based on “the 
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assumption that eleven western states face a number ci basic problems 
general to the area, such as, the development of large-scale integrated 
development projects, water conservation, opposition to eastern-con- 
trolled patent pools and monopolistic practices, the need for industriali- 
zation; and that among these problems must be listed the task of freeing 
the West from its semi-colonial status as an economic dependency on 
eastern capital.” These problems still persist. The hope of Nation’s 
editors that the Supplement would be repeated never materialized. 


Western Political Quarterly. Published by the Institute of Government, 
University of Utah, Salt Lake City. 
In 1948, the year the Western Political Quarterly began publication, the 
idea was advanced by the editor of these bibliographies to publish a 
series of articles on the current elections. This idea first took shape at 
a roundtable of the annual meeting of the Western Political Science 
Association in Denver, Colorado, in November, 1948, where eleven 
papers were presented which were subsequently published in the 
Quarterly. 
Since 1948, the Quarterly has published sixty articles on the biennial 
elections in each of the western states, including introductory state- 
ments by the editors. These articles are not listed singly here or under 
the lists for each state, but the student will find them as a set in the 
following issues.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON ARIZONA POLITICS 


Ross R. Rice

Arizona’s existence since statehood has been brief, and her literature on 
state politics is equally in short supply. While several “histories” of Arizona 
exist, the political history of the state has yet to be written. Materials in the 
form of theses, occasional articles, and bound documents do exist, but gaps 
are glaringly evident. 

Full-scale biographies of Arizona’s outstanding political figures have not 
appeared. Arizona’s president of the Constitutional Convention (1910) and 
later seven-term governor, George W. P. Hunt, has not found a biographer. 
The speeches of Henry Fountain Ashurst (United States senator from state- 
hood to 1941) have been analyzed as oratorical literature, but Ashurst has 
not had equal treatment as a political leader. Carl Hayden, who has served 
in the Congress longer than any American in history (1912 to date), has 
studiously avoided publicity and biographers. Hayden’s role in Congress is 
scattered throughout the Congressional Record and in Senate Appropria- 
tion Committee hearings, still awaiting compilation and evaluation. 

The party organizations of Arizona have added little other than the 
fugitive materials of individual campaigns. Recent platforms of the state 
Party organizations have been published in pamphlet form and in the press, 
but not all of the earlier platforms are available even in the state Depart- 
ment of Library and Archives. 

This particular department does house the most complete stock of 
bound newspapers in the state, and the researcher finds that the newspapers 
of early Arizona are a much-needed secondary source of information on 
politics. The Department of Library and Archives contains approximately 
six thousand bound volumes of Arizona newspapers, beginning with the 
year 1859. The daily Phoenix Gazette columns, “Under the Capitol Dome,” 
written by the late Bill Turnbow, covered a period of twenty-six years, and 


dealt with personalities and happenings in state politics, particularly at the 
legislative level. 
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Files of personal memorabilia of a nuraber of leading figures in Arizona 
politics are available. The correspondence of James H. McClintock — 
historian, postmaster, and political confidante — is in the Phoenix Public 
Library. The personal diaries of George W. P. Hunt are in the Arizona 
Collection of the Matthews Library, Arizona State University. In the 
realm of water politics the papers of Fred Colter, a long-time Arizona advo- 
cate of claims to water of the Colorado River, will be useful. The corres- 
pondence and papers of Senator Carl Hayden will be of great importance 
when made available. The Department of Library and Archives possesses 
the bound records of Mark A. Smith, Arizona’s delegate to Congress before 
statehood and later United States senator. 

Quantities of basic source material are stored by the office of the 
Secretary of State. Included are gubernatorial appointments, official elec- 
tion returns, and initiative and referendum measures. 

One seeking to learn more concerning Arizona politics could voice hope 
that full-scale treatments of the origins of the parties in Arizona would soon 
be written. The interrelationships between union labor in the Arizona min- 
ing industry and the Democratic party should be explored, especially in the 
turn-of-the-century era. The constitutional convention of 1910 has not 
been accorded an exhaustive, published treatise. The politics of Colorado 
River development, as viewed by Arizonans, has not been fully written. 
The oft-hinted influence: of copper mining corporations in Arizona legis 
lative politics has not received scholarly research and publication, nor has 
the reputed influence of other “big interests” such as cattle and the rail- 
roads. The era of political radicalism in Arizona, the day of the “Wob- 
blies,” needs to be chronicled. Much could be written regarding party 
organization and practices in Arizona, e.g., the primary system, “pintoism” 
(conservatism) within the Democratic party, voter behavior contrasted with 
voter registration, and use of the initiative and referendum procedures. 
Men like Hunt, Ashurst, Hayden, and Osborn must find their biographers. 
Much of Arizona’s formative era of politics can still be written from the 
memories of men still living. 

Because of the close ties of present-day Arizona to territorial times, the 
bibliography which follows includes some items from pre-statehood days 
when they appear to be pertinent to an understanding of contemporary 
state politics.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON CALIFORNIA POLITICS 


Totton J. ANDERSON*

The literature in the field of California politics may be categorized as 
emanating from several sources: official government publications, prepon- 
derately from state and local agencies; research sponsored by public and 
private foundations and institutions; the journalism of the daily press; the 
publishers of books, variously motivated pamphleteers, and inspired interest 
groups; and finally, the scholarly product of the graduate schools of higher 
learning in the state. 

Within the confines of legal prescription the government agencies are 
collecting, processing, and disseminating the basic official data regarding the 
electorate, the parties, electoral procedures and voting results, with effici- 
ency and dispatch. A unique and valuable service to the political scientist 
is the work of the Legislative Council’s Office in interpreting existing legisla- 
tion and researching problems in this area. 

Several omissions in the availability of critical information which might 
be provided by official sources may be noted. Although reports of party 
and candidate campaign expenditures must be filed by law, they remain 
sequestered, deep in the government archives under the quaint practice that

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they are “available for inspection,” but are not published! A second prob- 
lem for the researcher is caused by the presentation of election results by the 
Secretary of State in terms of county and state totals. Definitive research of 
voter behavior requires precinct, district, and regional analysis which pres- 
ently can only be accomplished by writing to each of over two score county 
registrars of voters. It would be highly desirable to have precinct results, a 
statistical profile of the several major districts and regions in the state, and 
a recapitulation and consolidation of election results at the close of each 
decennial census year, made available in the official reports of the elections. 

The greatest void in the official literature on practical politics in the 
state, however, is the lack of periodic and systematic hearings by Assembly 
and Senate investigation committees to determine the extent of compli- 
ance, or noncompliance, of legislators and advocates with the spirit and 
letter of the lobby law. The state regulations are patterned after federal 
legislation on this matter and apparently are observed in about the same 
manner. Other than a list of legislative advocates and their pro forma ex- 
pense accounts, few data are available from official sources to support an 
analytical study of interest groups. 

It is indeed significant that official information relating to interest group 
activity is either produced intermittently from alien sources, such as the 
LaFollette and Kefauver congressional investigations, or derives from the 
anguished public utterances of politically wounded elected officers, such as 
the Bonelli and Bowron attacks on their tormentors. Virtually the only 
effective investigation of undue influence in the legislature in a generation, 
the notorious “Philbrick Report,” was so devastatingly revealing that it was 
read into the Senate Journal one day and stricken from the record the fol- 
lowing day! It is also worthy of note that Artie Samish, allegedly the most 
powerful lobbiest in modern Sacramento history, was brought to terms in 
court, and on charges of income tax evasion, only after the Velie exposé in 
Collier’s had made the state legislature a laughingstock. 

The state is fortunate to claim a number of organizations, foundations, 
and research bureaus conducting programs in the study of public affairs, 
which from time to time make valuable contributions to the field of politics. 
Among these are: the Commonwealth Club of San Francisco, the Haynes 
Foundation of Los Angeles; the California League of Women Voters; the 
Bureau of Public Administration of the University of California, Berkeley; 
and the Governmental Research Bureau of the University of California, Los 
Angeles. All of these sources are recognized in this bibliography and their 
published lists are well worth careful inspection for additional citations. 

Mention should be made of the current, journalistic literature of a more 
transient character. Conceding a strong, proRepublican editorial bias, 
which tends to become somewhat blatant around election time, the press 
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coverage of political news is reasonably intelligent, sophisticated, and thor- 
ough. The Sacramento Bee probably gives the best coverage of the news on 
state government. A partisan interpretation of major political events in the 
state may be found in two magazines: the pro-Democratic Frontier and the 
pro-Republican Fortnight. California has its share of undocumented poli- 
tical pamphlets, tracts, and biographies on the “kiss and tell” level of vera- 
city. Samples have been included in this bibliography merely because an 
occasional provocative statement may suggest an area or mode of political 
influence which should serve as a legitimate hypothesis for scholarly verifi- 
cation. 

Both major political parties have been prolific in the production of parti- 
san literature, as have the party auxiliaries, the California Republican As- 
sembly and the California Democratic Council. The majority of the several 
hundred interest groups in the state regularly publish house organs, such as 
the Western City of the League of California Cities. Both parties and 
interest groups are accomodating in making their literature available. 

As might be expected, the significant body of literature on state politics 
is being produced by the academicians, both members of the profession and 
the candidates for higher degrees in the graduate schools of the colleges 
and universities in the state. Viewed as a whole, this segment of the liter- 
ature rests, for the most part, upon research of high caliber, characterized by 
imagination, enterprise, and integrity. One general criticism seems war- 
ranted: there is no single systematic presentation of the political process in 
the state. There is no definitive synthetic treatment of political parties, or of 
interest groups, or of the relationship of each to the other and both to the 
social mores. 

The most significant research by members of the profession has been 
rendered to specific problems such as cross-filing, reapportionment, and the 
initiative, referendum and recall. Theses and dissertations have explored 
such matters as the party auxiliaries, campaign finance, an occasional 
interest group, and the spate of historic pension movements. There appears 
to be no co-ordinated pattern of research in practical politics either within 
any one institution or between institutions. Whether such planning is either 
feasible or desirable is a matter for conjecture, but the list of theses and 
dissertations makes the academic attack upon the problem of analyzing the 
political process appear to have a “hit or miss” or fragmentary aspect. 

Perhaps the most trenchant criticism which may be directed at the status 
of academic research in this area is that a genuine need exists to shift the 
emphasis from descriptive treatment to the functional analysis of political 
phenomena. A few illustrations of problems which deserve analytical and 
interpretative solutions are: the dynamics of the relationships between the 
official parties and their auxiliaries; a definitive analysis of the origin and use 
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of campaign contributions, with a post-mortem on the practice of campaign 
managers of spending borrowed funds in lieu of contributions, so that 
sources need not be divulged until after the election; a planned series of 
investigations into the operations of major interest groups in typical seg- 
ments of the economic and social life of the state; a study of the many 
minor parties, such as the Christian Nationalists, Constitutionalists, Socialist 
Workers, and Socialist Laborers; the problem of “incumbent empires,” par- 
ticularly among entrenched congressmen who ignore their party officials; the 
decision-making process in the party hierarchy, which finds representatives 
of major newspapers (among others) sometimes playing a major role in 
party policy; empirical evidence of the political tehavior of racial, national, 
and religious minority groups in the electorate; comparable evidence on the 
behavior of labor —both union and non-union — small business, the 
farmer, and other economic groups; a thorough study of the pension groups, 
their strategy, tactics, personalities, successes, failures, and relationships to 
the social mores of the state; the capabilities of interest groups in making 
key decisions in the organization of the state Assembly and Senate, includ- 
ing committee and subcommittee chairmen and membership; the role of 
interest groups in oil and water politics; the adaptation of the newly arrived 
voter to the California political scene, and so forth. 

These comments are intended merely to be suggestive of certain areas 
wherein research may properly be conducted in order to penetrate the sur- 
face of the political process to reach the mainsprings of the dynamics of 
practical politics.

This firm has been actively engaged in political public relations work in 
Los Angeles since 1953. Keene previously did some work in Northern 
California where he was successful in defeating a housing proposition. 
The firm handles all aspects of a candidate’s campaign: advertisimz, 
press relations, and so forth. It directed Stevenson’s California carn- 
paign in 1956, and worked for State Attorney General Brown in 1957. 
The latter relationship was terminated prior to the present (1958) 
campaign. The firm is handling Congressman Engle’s campaign for 
U.S. Senator (1958). It has a strong Democratic orientation. 


Whitaker and Baxter, Flood Bldg., 870 Market St., San Francisco. 
The oldest and the best-known public relations firm in California, 
Whitaker and Baxter have amassed an impressive series of victories. 
In a period of twenty-five years this husband-and-wife team has de- 
feated the Garrison Revenue Bond Act (1938), the “ham and eggs” 
pension plan (1939), a legislative reapportionment measure (1948), 
and Earl Warren’s health insurance plan. It has been equally success- 
ful in repealing the “full crew” railroad labor law (1948) and in han- 
dling the campaign for the American Medical Association against Presi- 
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dent Truman’s plan for national health insurance. Clients are offered 
a “package deal” and direction of all phases of the campaign. Whitaker 
and Baxter maintain the California Feature Service, which sends a 
weekly newsletter and clip sheets to rural newspapers (and other 
clients present or prospective), and the Clem Whitaker Advertising 
Agency. The firm handled Knight’s primary (1958) campaign for Gov- 
ernor of California. Whita’ + and Baxter are also directing the cam- 
paign for the $50,000,000 bond issue for the Port of San Francisco. The 
firm is strongly oriented toward the Republican party.

As indicated by the shortness of the list of materials dealing with Colo- 
rado politics, not much study of the subject has been made. There are 
numerous articles and books on the early history of the state; some works 
dealing with the adoption of the constitution; and such other developments 
as the adoption of the direct primary system and the initiative and refer- 
endum. There is also considerable material on the Progressive movement 
in the state. 

Within the last few years a number of Master’s theses have been written 
on various matters relating to politics, but generally speaking the entire 
field remains unploughed. For example, nothing has been written on such 
subjects as labor-union politics, water politics, Farmer’s Union politics, or 
even about urban-rural-suburban conflicts. One of the most interesting 
present-day aspects of Colorado politics is that related to the vast immigra- 
tion into the state, yet no studies of this subject have been made. The 
whole fertile field remains wide open for anyone interested in research.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON IDAHO POLITICS 


Boyd A. Martin and Richard D. Humphrey 
University of Idaho 


The scholar has a difficult time making an intense study of Idaho 
politics. Many of the early publications, especially the histories, were not 
indexed. Some have inadequate indexes. A number of the early “so-called” 
histories are biographical accounts of persons willing and able to pay for the 
inclusion of their biographies. 

As yet Idaho does not have a depository library for state publications 
and documents. Consequently, the scholar often finds that no library or 
government agency has a copy of a missing document. 

The greatest lack of research sources in Idaho is found in the shortage 
of special studies. Few exhaustive studies have been made concerning the 
state and its problems. Extensive research has been programmed in agri- 
culture, mining, forestry, and industry. Little has been done in the field 
of government, social problems, or economics. Practically no research has 
been done concerning the problems of state government or municipal cor- 
porations. 

Therefore, the student and the scholar in Idaho must be resourceful. 
Because of inadequate resources they must check one source against an- 
other. They will find newspapers one of the most reliable sources of in- 
formation, especially the Boise Capital News (no longer published), the 
Idaho Daily Statesman, and the Lewiston Morning Tribune. 

This bibliography is not intended to cover specific problems within the 
scope of Idaho politics, nor does it claim to be exhaustive. The intent, 
zaiher, is to list those materials which the authors regard as basic to a 
knowledge of Idaho politics. It is hoped that these materials will serve to 
indicate the more specific materials about which the student of politics 
may be concerned.

Good general bibliography on the Northwest for the period 1930-39. 
It lists many materials otherwise difficult to locate in a subject-matter 


listing. Excellent for specific topics related to governmental adminis- 
tration. 
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Bancroft, Hubert H. History of Washington, Idaho, and Montana, 1845- 
1889. San Francisco: History Press, 1890. 
Interesting and quite factual account by a well-known historian of the 
early history of Idaho. Its approach to politics is purely historical and is 
documented mainly from personal accounts and newspapers of the 
period. Well indexed, and footnotes contain a useful bibliography. 


Barber, Floyd R., and Martin, D. W. Idaho in the Pacific Northwest. Cald- 
well: Caxton, 1956. 
This grammar-school-level textbook contains some relevant informa- 
tion for the student of politics but is general and has some limitations 


as to precision of statistics. It is well indexed and contains an excellent 
bibliography of Idaho materials. 


Beal, Merrill D. A History of Southeastern Idaho. Caldwell: Caxton, 1942. 
This is an able account of the history of southeastern Idaho by a pro- 
fessor at Idaho State College. The information on the Mormon in- 
fluence in politics is interesting and informative. The material is we!i 
indexed and contains a good bibliography. 


Defenbach, Byron. Idaho: The Place and Its People. New York: American 
Historical Society, 1933. 
Here is some political material, but the main usefulness of this book is 
historical. The author was an unsuccessful candidate for governor on 
the Republican ticket. The material is well indexed. 


Dobler, Clifford. “The Democratic Delegation,” in David, Paul T., Moos, 
Malcolm, and Goldman, Ralph M., Presidential Nominating Politics in 
1952; the West. Baltimore: Johns Hopkins Press, 1954. 

Analysis of activities and scope of the Democratic delegation in the 
presidential nominating politics in Idaho. 


Durham, N. W. History of the City of Spokane and the Inland Empire. 3 
vols. Chicago: S. J. Clarke, 1912. 
This book contains some interesting and informative information on 
northern Idaho politics. It treats politics purely as historical phe 
nomena and does not relate more than the general factual data. The 
material contains a name index and a useful table of contents. 


Fisher, Vardis (ed.). The Idaho Encyclopedia. Caldwell: Caxton, 1938. 
This is an able attempt to compile statistics and facts into one general 
source relating to the state of Idaho. It was done as a WPA project. 
The statistics and general materials are relevant for the student of 
politics. It has a helpful index and bibliography. 
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Folz, William E. An Analysis of the Income Structure of Idaho. Boise: 
University of Idaho, 1951. 
An able study of the economic and financial structure of Idaho, with 
many useful and informative charts and tables. It will be of great 
interest to the student of Idaho politics. 


French, Hiram T. History of Idaho. 3 vols. New York: Lewis, 1914. 
This is an interesting study of Idaho history prior to 1914 containing 
facts and documentation of some value to the student of early Idaho 
politics. The material is indexed. 


Harmsworth, Harry C. Sixty Years of Population Growth in Idaho, 1890- 
1950. Moscow: University of Idaho, 1952. 
This is an excellent study and survey of the population growth in 
Idaho by a competent scholar. It takes into account sex factors, racial 
groups, and numerous other phenomena in its data. 


Hawley, James H. History of Idaho. 4 vols. Chicago: S. J, Clarke, 1920. 
This is an excellent general history of Idaho prior to 1920. It covers 
persons and events involved in the early origins and portion of Idaho 
history. It contains a name index. 


Hobson, G. C. The Idaho Digest and Blue Book. Caldwell: Caxton, 1935. 


This work contains invaluable information on persons within the state 
as well as statistical abstracts of the various factors, economic and 
political, which make up the statistical data of Idaho. It is out-dated, 
however. 


Idaho Today. Capitol’s Who’s Who for Idaho, 1950-51. Portland, Oregon: 
Capitol, 1950. 
This is the most recent list of eminent Idaho citizens and contains bio- 
graphical materials on their backgrounds and occupations. 


Johnson, Claudius O. Borah of Idaho. New York: Longmans, Green, 1936. 


An excellent biography, not as adequate for the student of politics for 
primary information as it is a clear study of an eminent figure in 
Idaho politics. 


McConnell, William J. Early History of Idaho. C- ‘dwell: Caxton, 1913. 
Autobiographical account of factors affecting early Idaho history by 
one who had been active in the legislature, the constitutional conven- 
tion, and who was a former governor of the state. Not indexed, but 
contains a useful table of contents. 
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EE tLe viride wee Frontier Law: A Story of Vigilante Days. New York: 
World Book, 1924. 
Autobiographical account of early life in Idaho by one who was active 
in the political phases of that life. This fascinating narrative is informa- 
tive concerning the background surrounding events in the state. 


MacLane, John F. A Sagebrush Lawyer. New York: private printing, 1953. 
Well-written autobiographical account of the man who annotated the 
Idaho Code in 1907. He was influential in the early days of the Idaho 
Power Company and a former law partner of William Borah. 


Martin, Boyd A. The Direct Primary in Idaho. Stanford: Stanford Uni- 
versity Press, 1947. 
This is an exhaustive study of the origins and practices of the direct 
primary in the state of Idaho. It contains material difficult to obtain 
elsewhere. It is one of the most complete studies of the direct primary 
ever conducted. It has an excellent bibliography and index.

and Functions of State and Local Governments in Idaho,” A Survey

This is a useful study on the effect and function of federal grants-in- 
aid in Idaho. This is a specialized study of one phase of Idaho politics. 


Miller, Horatio H. Democracy in Idaho: A Study of State Governmental 
Problems. Caldwell: Caxton, 1946. 


This is a good general, elementary study of Idaho governmental prob- 
lems by a journalist. It is indexed and contains a useful bibliography. 


Morton, Maralyn (ed.). A Bibliography of Idaho Writers and Writings. 
Pocatello: Idaho State College, 1956 (mimeographed). 
This compilation, sponsored by the Department of English at Idaho 
State College, and now (1958) in process of revision, is the most com- 
plete bibliography on Idaho available. It contains all published ma- 
terials the editor could locate on Idaho. It is not particularly well as- 
sembled for the student of politics and requires some work in locating 
materials. 


Pacific Northwest Assembly on State Government. The States in the Pacific 
Northwest. Seattle: Regional Sponsoring Comm., 1957. 
This is a work written by two students of Idaho politics — Bernard C. 
Borning and Boyd A. Martin. It is of a generai nature but contains 
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much valuable information which will serve as an introduction in 
recent practices in Idaho government. It contains information on geo- 
graphy, economics, elections, registration, and governmental adminis- 
tration in Idaho. 

Talkington, H. L. Political History, State Constitution and School Laws of 
Idaho. Lewiston: Lewiston Tribune, 1911. 
This is an out-dated high school text but has some interesting material 


on Idaho government. It contains some documentation and annotation 
relevant to Idaho politics. It is indexed.

This is a serial account of Idaho politics by one of the active partici- 
pants in Idaho politics.

This is an interesting and evaluative account of the role of power in 


Idaho and some governmental problems which might arise. Dated, 
but does contain some relevant material. 


Miller, Robert G. “Idaho’s First Decade of Statehood 1890-1900; A Survey 
and Critical Analysis.” University of Idaho (M.A.), 1951. 
The early period of Idaho politics: contains material on dominant 
political figures.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON MONTANA POLITICS 


Tuomas PAaYNe 
Montana State University 


A cursory survey of available writings on the subject of Montana politics 
is convincing evidence that as a field it has not received the attention it 
deserves. One does not have to search far to find an explanation for this 
seeming neglect of Treasure State politics. Not untypically as western states 
go, there has been a much better market for writings on Montana’s pioneer 
past: on the exploits of the mountain men, the fur traders, the vigilantes, 
the missionaries, and the ubiquitous cowboys and Indians. Consequently, it 
is not surprising that the available talent has found the exploitation of these 
colorful and popular topics of more profit than the less glamorous task of 
exploring the political system. Besides, it is far safer to relate the heroic 
feats of the past than to probe too close to the vital center of the contempo- 
rary power structure, as more than one scholar can attest. Fortunately, 
there is some evidence of growing interest in the study of Montana politics, 
as shown in part, at least, by the increasing preoccupation of serious scholar- 
ship with the field. 

In the selection of materials for inclusion in a bibliography of politics, 
certain things must of necessity be omitted. A comprehensive listing of 
materials on Montana politics would undoubtedly include a great many 
fugitive materials, such as campaign handbooks and pamphlets, which are 
not easily available and are therefore excluded from a listing of this kind. 
It has been necessary also to omit newspaper references, although much is 
currently available only in the files of newspapers. 
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A bibliography of political writing cannot include works which are still 
in preparation. It is appropriate at this point, however, to take note of some 
of the more significant researches now in progress and which would ulti- 
mately find a place in a bibliography of this type. Among such works in 
progress should be included Professor Jules A. Karlin’s study of the political 
career of Joseph M. Dixon, one of Montana’s leading political figures. Mrs. 
Shirley DeForth Gaughan’s Master’s thesis, now in preparation, deals with 
the Montana press and Governor Dixon during the first two years of his 
administration. The writer of this article is presently engaged in a study of 
the nature of political parties and pressure groups at the county level in 
Montana, using three Western Montana counties as a laboratory. 

Identification of all of the major gaps in research in Montana politics 
would require more space than is available here, but the listing of some of 
the more glaring omissions is in order. There is no general study dealing 
with the evolution of political parties in Montana which is worthy of the 
name. More attention could profitably be given to the structure and leader- 
ship of parties in Montana. It is probably too early to do justice to the 
political career of Senator Burton K. Wheeler, but here is a fascinating 
chapter in American politics which will require telling. Perhaps the most 
vital topic of all which has been neglected is that of the role of the domi- 
nant corporate interests of this state in politics and government at the 
national, state, and local levels. When and if this work is ever undertaken 
we should have a far better insight into the still largely unanswered ques- 
tions about how precisely an organization such as the Anaconda Company 
maintains its influence in political and governmental matters.

Aside from the symposia on elections in the Western Political Quarterly 
and the chapter in Rocky Mountain Politics, there is al:uost a complete 
dearth of published books and articles exclusively on Nevada politics. Both 
of the Reno newspapers, the Evening Gazette and the Nevada State Journal, 
ha been carrying weekly political columns for a number of years. These 
sources would be indispensable for research in recent Nevada politics. Also, 
some discussion of politics is found in the biographies of some of the early 
political leaders such as William Stewart and Francis Newlands. The Secre- 
tary of State, in conjunction with the Legislative Counsel Bureau, has pre- 
pared a complete revision of a 1948 pamphlet, Political History of Nevada, 
which now contains considerable history on all the election returns since 
statehood. This booklet would appear to be unique among publications in 
the West for bringing a great deal of statistical and informative data on 
state politics together in a single volume. Nevertheless, the field for re- 
search and writing in Nevada politics is still wide open.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON NEW MEXICO POLITICS 


Freperick C. Irion 
University of New Mexico 


New Mexico has been at politics for a long time. One can begin with 
the Pueblo Indians with their distant origin in history. And as one writer 
has stated, “these surviving Pueblo communities constitute the oldest re- 
publics known.” 

Or, ome can begin New Mexico politics with its European origin in 
Coronado’s expedition of 1540-1542. Incidentally, there are more physical 
remains by far of this expedition near Bernalillo, New Mexico, than any- 
thing that survives the first years of Jameston, Virginia. 

Or, one can begin with the appointment of Onate as Governor on 
October 25, 1595, or with his taking office in 1598. New Mexico has had 
an uninterrupted line of governors since 1598, which is longer than that of 
any other state in the Union. 

If we discount the untold centuries of Pueblo history, we still find many 
an early origin for political institutions in New Mexico. For instance, in the 
establishment of Santa Fe in 1609 or probably 1610, “we meet the first indi- 
cation of representative government” in New Mexico. 

New Mexico has had political experience with almost everything. In 
sum, if it is political, it can be found somewhere in the history of New 
Mexico. 

Apparently no general bibliography has ever been prepared of materials 
on government or politics in New Mexico. Fortunately, New Mexico has a 
wide variety of bibliographies which deal to some degree with politics, and 
these were useful in preparing this bibliography of New Mexico politics. 

Lyle Saunders’ A Guide to Materials Bearing on Cultural Relations 
contains 5335 items dealing with pre-Spanish materials to about 1942. The

New Mexico Quarterly (sometimes entitled the New Mexico Quarterly 
Review) has “A Guide to the Literature of the Southwest” in its issues from 
May, 1942, through Autumn, 1954, covering materials from January 1, 
1942, through the autumn of 1954. It was conceived as a continuation of 
the Saunders bibliography. The Southwest was defined as including all of 
New Mexico, Arizona, and Texas, arid certain parts of Utah, Oklahoma, 
and California. This bibliography has not been continued. 

Wilma Loy Shelton’s Checklist of New Mexico Publications contains a 
listing of official New Mexico publications. The library of the University of 
New Mexico can supply information about those issued since the 1954 
release of this Checklist. 

A number of specialized bibliographies are listed. Among these are cer- 
tain ones dealing with archival and related materials. Extensive collections 
of New Mexico newspapers are available at the University of New Mexico 
and New Mexico Highlands University. Specialized materials of many sorts 
are available at these Universities‘ and at the Museum of New Mexico at 
Santa Fe. 

A special category, which might not be anticipated, is that of biblio- 
graphies of fiction with a New Mexico setting, of which there is a perhaps 
inordinate amount. Some of this fiction may deal with politics; but, as far 
as I know, there has been no effort to explore such fiction works for their 
bearing on the study of politics. This bibliography of politics in New 
Mexico merely indicates some of the guides to the study of fiction with a 
New Mexico setting without attempt at evaluation. 

In my handling of pressure groups, I have tried not only to list each 
source* but also to indicate the kinds of things discussed, relying to a con- 
siderable extent on brief quotations. I should like to stress that I have listed 
only printed (including occasionally mimeographed) sources which are 
fairly readily available. There is a large amount of data available in type- 
script or other forms in libraries or from the associations themselves on 
request. The New Mexico Economic Development Commission, Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, can supply a directory of business and professional associa- 
tions. Then a direct contact with the appropriate association may produce 
further information. 

The Division of Government Research, University of New Mexico, Albu- 
querque, will keep this bibliography up-to-date. The bibliography to be pub- 
lished by the Division of Government Research will include items relating in

University of Oregon 


This bibliography of Oregon politics reveals clearly how much research 
interest has been directed toward the study of the past. Proud in their 
civic identifications, citizens and scholars of Oregon have dwelt excessively 
on romanticism and radicalism in the history of the state. More significant 
than these has been historic continuity in the development of the common- 
wealth. That historic continuity has liberated the state from the symptoms 
of political anomy manifest in some other states. Credit to the past has 
overshadowed concern with the analysis of the vital growth that has in 
recent years effected dramatic and subtle changes in Oregon politics. 

The subject of greatest interest has been the period from 1900 to 1911, 
when Oregon adopted a series of reforms widely celebrated as the “Oregon 
System.” In those years Oregon was hailed as a radical innovator —a 
model for those who believed that our federal structure would make the 
states laboratories of democratic experiment. But history has often shown 
that a radical past may congeal and become the conservativism of a later 
era. 

The gaps in the literature are evident: a critically realistic literature on 
various political roles is the most grievous deficiency. Needed are analytical 
studies on such national eras or movements as Populism, Progressivism, and 
the New Deal. The role of third parties awaits research. The functions of 
political parties, interest groups, ethnic and religious groups, and “the press 
are insufficiently handled. The interaction between national politics and 
state politics calls for fuller investigation. Public attitudes, the social bases 
of political influence, community and metropolitan politics, legislative and 
administrative behavior, the political role of intellectuals and ideologies — 
all await study. Biographies and career analyses of some of Oregon’s lead- 
ing political figures, Oz West, George Chamberlain, Charles McNary, W. S. 
U’Ren, and many others are needed. A shaft of inquiry employed with 
sophisticated tools may be sunk anywhere to repay a rich lode of insight. 
The researcher on Oregon politics must be prepared for patient digging for 
his data. 

Every state has at once its own unique tradition and shares also in the 
larger traditions of region, nation, and the world. The sense of wider per- 
spective is sometimes lacking in this literature, which suffers from a 
parochialism incongruent with an era of ramified and complex federalism. 
Comparative analysis of the politics of states is still on the threshold of 
development. 
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The bibliography that follows was selected with an eye to its usefulness 
to the specialist and the political scientist in general. Within the limits of 
the scope and time available, the authors realize chat inevitably some items 
may have been omitted. The assistance of Dr. Martin Schmitt, curator of the 
Oregon Collection at the University of Oregon, is gratefully acknowledged.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON UTAH POLITICS 


Frank H. Jonas 
University of Utah 


With few exceptions, nearly all scholarly productions on Utah politics, 
prepared either in or outside the state, have appeared during the past two 
decades. Before this time a group of Utah historians had thoroughly exam- 
ined nineteenth-century Utah history, and particularly the territorial period 
from 1848 to 1896. 

Recently, younger historians, some free-lance writers, and a few political 
scientists, coming closer to political writing than their predecessors, have 
produced monographs and treatises on the period of the great struggle be- 
tween Mormons and non-Mormons for economic position and political 
power. With possibly not more than one exception, they have neglected, 
however, the almost equally polemical twenty-five years following state- 
hood. 

Fortunately for students and scholars, Salt Lake City newspapers during 
this period devoted two-thirds of their pages to news, with emphasis on 
political news. They printed full-length political speeches in six-point type 
and presented long, vituperative editorials. By 1920, the Sale Lake Tribune 
had ceased its bitter attack on the Mormon Church “hierarchy”; its morn- 
ing rival, the Herald-Republican, had ceased publication; and the national 
press no longer focused attention on Utah politics and Mormon practices. 
Popular journals had lost interest in a small state which no longer produced 
any political polemics or peculiar personalities. 

For the next two decades, from 1920 to 1940, local political writers were 
rare, newspapers began to allocate and limit space for political reporting, 
political scientists were still nonexistent, and community watchdogs were 
constantly on hand to discourage any publication which might open old 
sores or awaken sleeping dogs. 

Not until 1940 did an exclusively political study, based chiefly on 
anthropological and empirical data, and written with some insight, appear 
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in print. After 1940, and particularly after the war, political science de- 
veloped rapidly in the state. In rapid succession, the Utah State Legislative 
Council, the Institute of Government of the University of Utah, and the 
Utah Foundation (a private group) began to publish special reports, bul- 
letins, and monographs. The Institute of Government began publishing 
the Western Political Quarterly in 1948. In recent years, the Utah State 
Historical Society has devoted more space in its Quarterly to political writ- 
ings. Pressure groups have added measureably to the available published 
information on Utah government and politics. Individual political scientists 
at the University of Utah, Utah State University, and Brigham Young Uni- 
versity have contributed significant individual studies. 

The following bibliography on Utah politics reflects this development in 
the production of political literature. There is still a great scarcity of exclu- 
sively political writing either on the electoral process or on current political 
campaigns, events and personalities, or on these subjects in the neglected 
periods of the past. 

The student therefore must plow through cultural and _ historical 
treatises and rummage around in newspaper files tor his data on Utah 
politics. For this reason some representative scholarly works on background 
materials and related subjects have been placed in the list. The University 
of Utah has compiled a card catalogue by author and by University depart- 
ment of all dissertations and theses produced within the state. Dissertations 
and theses prepared outside the state have been listed in a Master’s thesis 
by Ida Marie Logan at Utah State University in Logan. Under the direction 
of L. H. Kirkpatrick, the University of Utah’s library staff has listed in a 
single volume all the Holdings of the University of Utah on Utah and the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (1954). Another bibliography 
of historical works on Utah prepared by J. Cecil Alter, has been published 
in the Utah Historical Quarterly. 

The following list is intended to be complete for available and recent 
individual studies dealing exclusively with politics. It is not intended to be 
a bibliography on state government nor to be exhaustive for all titles which 
devote a section or have some references to political events and personalities, 
past or present.

Subtitled “The Exploration and Colonization of Utah, 1776-1856,” 
this book contains an excellent selected bibliography of both primary 
and secondary sources. For the student “the story of the State of 
Deseret and its constitution shows how the pioneers determined from 
the first to introduce into their settlements of Utah the institutions of 
American civilization” (Levi Edgar Young).

By far the best scholarly account of Utah from 1849 to 1857. Empha- 
sizes political history, giving an excellent definition and description of 
Mormon political concepts and institutional structure.

Subtitled “Readings on American Political Thought,” this book con-

tains quotations from the first Mormon prophet which are frequently 
cited in Utah political discussions and which have influenced the per- 
sonal behavior of Mormons in election campaigns.

Group Life. Chicago: University of Chicago Press, 1922. 


Gibbs, J. F. Lights and Shadows of Mormonism. Salt Lake City: Salt Lake 
Tribune Pub. Co., 1909. 
Approximately the last third of the book deals with political incidents 
during the period from 1890 to 1909. This account, written by an 
excommunicant of the Mormon church, nevertheless provides some 
important data on an almost wholly neglected period in Utah political 
history, 1890 to 1909.

Moyle, a Democrat and a distinguished lawyer, was a politician and 


public office holder for a half-century. The subtitle of this book, “The 
Story of a Distinguished American and an Honored Churchman,” in- 
dicates its emphasis and the shortcomings of most biographies ordered 
and subsidized by families; they are eulogistic and fail to give any in- 
sight into either the personality of the man or the historical context of 
his time. 


James, George Wharton. Utah: The Land of Blossoming Valleys. Boston: 
Page, 1922. 
Written by a non-Mormon, this book is friendly to Utah. It is cited 
here as background material and for the influence it seems to have on 
the Mormon conception of the role of the Church in local politics. 
Mormons generally still hold the erroneous view that a dispropor- 
tionately large share of public offices are held by nonmembers of the 
church, and therefore “there can be no justice in the oft-made assertion 
that official Mormondom uses its power and influence to control local 
elections.” 


Morgan, Dale. The State of Deseret. (Monograph.) Utah State Historical 
Quarterly, VIII (April, July, October, 1940), 65-239. 


“Deseret,” a typical Mormon word, was the name given to the state 
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created by the early Mormons. This effort takes its place in history 
with four other such enterprises; Franklin, Oregon, Texas, and Cali- 
fornia. Only Texas and California were successful. 


Neff, Andrew Love. History of Utah, 1847-1869. Salt Lake City: Deseret 
News Press. 
A comprehensive economic and social history of Utah. Unfinished at 
the time of Neff’s death, the manuscript was edited and annotated by 
Leland H. Creer. Contains documentary citations from the Bancroft 
Library, University of California, primary sources, and federal docu- 
ments. 


Nelson, Elroy. Utah’s Econwmic Patterns. Salt Lake City: University of 
Utah Press, 1956. 
Economic background for the student of politics, the politician, and 
the government official. 


Nelson, Lowry. The Mormon Village: A State of Social Origins. Salt Lake 
City: University of Utah Press, 1951. 
Still the best account of the social structure of the Mormon village, 
with its implications for political behavior. 


O’Dea, Thomas F. The Mormons. Chicago: University of Chicago Press, 
1957. 
Advertised as the remarkable story of how and why a small, embattled 
sect became a substantial American denomination and community, this 
book was written by a Catholic professor of sociology; it has been recog- 
nized as the best book on the Mormons yet published. Chapter vii has 
the title “Social Institutions: Authority and Government.” 


Paschal, Joel Francis. Mr. Justice Sutherland, A Man Against the State. 
Princeton, N. J.: Princeton University Press, 1951. 
The first three chapters provide some background materials in late 
Utah territorial and early statehood politics. Sutherland, a non- 
Mormon, served two terms in the United States Senate and then be- 
came one of the conservative and lesser—lights on the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 


Ricks, Joel E. (ed.). The History of a Valley. Cache Valley Centennial 
Commission, 1956. 
This book presents a profile of Utah’s most northern county, Cache. 
Two chapters relate to politics: “Early Government,” by the editor, 
Ricks, and “Political Developments,” by George Ellsworth. These writ- 
tings show the impact of state politics on a single county, populated 
overwhelmingly by Mormons. 
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Schleicher, Charles P., and Durham, G. Homer. Utah: The State and Its 
Government. New York: Oxford Book, 1943. 


The first three chapters of this elementary text have some historical 
and descriptive value. 

State and Local Government in Utah. Salt Lake City: Utah Foundation, 
1954. 


Rich in factual data, including charts and tables. Contains an excellent 
bibliography on all categories of interest to students of state govern- 
ment; it cites no title on the electoral or political process. 

Thomas, George. Civil Government of Utah. Boston: Heath, 1912. 
Chapters x and xi, now only of historical value, deal with political 
parties and the electoral process. 

ee ee ee Utah State Government and Twenty-Seven Federal 
Agencies. Salt Lake City: Deseret News Press, 1944. 


Chapters xiv and xv deal with the electoral process. Written by a 
former University of Utah president, this book, although out-dated, 
has at least some reflections on citizens and their political behavior.

Tullidge, publisher, 1886. 
Actually, this book is a political history of early Utah, with a wealth 
of data on political personalities, campaigns and parties.

One of the series of volumes on the states of the Union prepared dur- 
ing New Deal days. 

Warrum, Noble (ed.). Utah Since Statehood, historical and biographical.

Lake Tribune. 

Whitney, Orson F. History of Utah, 4 vols. Salt Lake City: George Q. 
Cannon & Sons, 1898. 
An early history by a former apostle of the Mormon church. 

Widtsoe, John A. Priesthood and Church Government. Salt Lake City: 
Deseret News Press, 1939. 


This work is the best Mormon source for a description of the institu- 
tional structure of the Mormon Church.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON WASHINGTON POLITICS

University of Washington 


There is a dearth of published descriptive articles on the politics of 
Washington State; analytical articles are much fewer in number. Almost 
none of the somewhat unique problems of the state have been investigated. 
An exception is the work done on the blanket primary by Washington 
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State College scholars. There is room, however, for additional analyses of 
the state’s unusual primary. Very few reports have been made of actual 
operating party organization, campaigns, and primaries. In this state of 
“personality politics” surprisingly little has been written about the powerful 
political figures past or present. 

In addition to the party system and elections, gaps are found in two 
other areas. One of these consists of analytical treatments of the legislative 
process; the other is political interest groups. Pressure groups are most 
active and important in the fields of conservation, reclamation, fishing, 
education, and labor. With the exception of the Grand Coulee dam and 
the development of federal power policies, there are no published case 
studies on how vital policies are determined in these areas of functional 
politics. 

The general history of the state is covered reasonably well, although the 
territorial and pre-World War I periods appear to have received more 
attention by scholars than the period since 1920. The histories are valuable 
for background but lacking in data of interest to the student of parties and 
to the behavioral political scientists. A number of graduate seminar papers 
and dissertations at the University of Washington have explored significant 
political problems. Somehow the authors did not publish their data and 
their work is not readily available. A number of graduate dissertations at 
the State College of Washington have explored many aspects of the state’s 
politics but these are not available on microfilm.

Although this is not a scholarly work, it is a worthwhile history of the 
Washington State Grange from territorial days until 1924. The author 
is well aware that a major part of the Grange’s activities have been 
political activities and a good insight into Washington’s political history 
is provided.

Johannsen, Robert W. Frontier Politics and the Sectional Conflict: The 
Pacific Northwest on the Eve of the Civil War. Seattle: University of 
Washington Press, 1955. 

Exceptionally good on political discord, political party alignments and 
campaigns from 1856 to 1861. Comprehensive bibliography on the 


political history of Washington and Oregon during the mid-nineteenth 
century. 


Johansen, Dorothy O., and Gates, Charles M. Empire of the Columbia. 
New York: Harper, 1957. 
One of the best histories ofthe Pacific Northwest. Of special interest 
are chapters 20, 21, 22, and 36, devoted to the political history of 
Washington. 

Morgan, Murray. Skid Road: An Informal Portrait of Seattle. New York: 
Viking, 1951. 
This reportorial account of Seattle from 1852 to 1951 contains many 
incidents in the political life of the city. Especially good on labor 
politics and municipal elections since World War IL. 


Sundborg, George. Hail Columbia: The Thirty-Year Struggle for Grand 
Coulee Dam. New York: Macmillan, 1954. 
An account of the legislative history and pressure politics surrounding 
the building of the world’s largest concrete dam and probably the most 
significant political event since Washington statehood. Written from 
the files and viewpoint of James O’Sullivan. 


Sweetman, Maude. What Price Politics. Seattle: White & Hitchcock, 1927. 
A personal “insight” into the operations of the Washington state legis- 
lature in the 1920’s by a member of the legislature in those years. An 
attempt to be frank and to present the public with the “inside opera- 
tions” of politics.

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BIBLIOGRAPHY ON WYOMING POLITICS

Published articles on politics in Wyoming are quite limited. However, a 
careful study of the articles listed in the accompanying bibliography will be 
very helpful to anyone who wishes a better understanding of practical 
politics in Wyoming. 

The Wyoming Historical Blue Book contains complete election returns 
for every two-year election from the date the Wyoming Territory was 
organized in 1869 through 1942. From 1942 through 1957 the Wyoming 
Official Directory, published every two years by the secretary of state, con- 
tains the election returns for every voting precinct in the state. These re- 
turns furnish very valuable information for candidates, party workers, and 
others interested in practical politics throughout the state of Wyoming. The 
summaries of the Wyoming elections published in the Western Political 
Quarterly, from 1948 to the present, give good concise reports on the issues 
involved as well as the over-all results. Master’s theses and other articles 
on important political leaders in Wyoming, though too few in number, are 
very good. 

Much, however, remains to be done. Practically every phase of political 
parties and elections in Wyoming can profit from further study, research, 
and writing. Very little has been written about the political activities of 
pressure groups in such fields as agriculture, labor, business, conservation, 
reclamation, game and fish, water, education, public utilities, railroads, oil, 
truckers, bankers, teachers, veterans, highways, and public power develop- 
ments. Every one of these fields presents a challenge for further study. 

There should be many more theses and articles written concerning the 
important political figures in the state, both past and present. It would also 
be helpful if such articles could be made more readily available to the 
general public.
